resistivity which supplements test 
drilling.

The bare announcement by Defense Sec­ 
retary McElroy that operational status for 
the Atlas 5.500-mile intercontinental ballis­ 
tic missile has been delayed “not less than 
60 days" leaves several questions unan­ 
swered. 
Has a major defect been found in the 
m issile, the k i n d that will make its suc­ 
cessful use doubtful at best? How m u c h 
longer than 60 days will it be delayed? Is 
it really reliable enough to be put on oper­ 
ational status even at the end of that peri­ 
od? 
The delay apparently stems from fi\ e 
unsuccessful firing tests. These are the 
latest of 25 tests, of which nine have been 
flops, six partly successful and IO success­ 
ful. Now missile technicians are turning 
the bird inside out to ascertain what is the 
problem. 
McElroy told newsmen that Russia has 
encountered difficulties with its ICBMs 
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too. Does he have knowledge of this? This 
is the sort of statement that could be made 
merely to ease worry about the Atlas. 
Eventually, of course, the troubles will 
be ironed out. But until they are. it is good 
to know that the nation has its long-range J 
bomber force intact for protection. Even J 
after the m issiles are perfected, in view of 
expert opinion that only about half would 
reach their target, there is good reason for 
maintaining the strategic retaliatory air 
force at peak efficiency.

In some circles the retirement of 
General Taylor is viewed as a sort of Taps 
for the Old Army. 
“The last captain of the old hunters. . . 
the last of the Army's truly dashing com ­ 
m a n d ers.rh a p so d izes one Washington re­ 
porter. Brig. Gen. S. L. A, Marshal, the 
m ilita r y historian and analyst, eulogizes 
Taylor:' “ He has fought a last, losing cam ­ 
paign to keep the Arm y’s manpower base 
solvent.” 
This may be great stuff for sentimental 
eld Army officers and ex-war correspon­ 
dents. but it sounds to the average citizen 


like just some more of the tiresome inter­ 
service rivalry with which the Pentagon 
has been wracked for years. 
One reason why Taylor's retirement is 
being mourned is because General Lem ­ 
nitzer is primarily a staff officer, not a 
field commander. In that sense he signals 
a change from the entire post World War 
II course of events where the top Army 
man has always had a record of combat 
field command. 
Too, Lemnitzer has built his reputation 
more along political and diplomatic lines. 
But. if he plans to continue the elbowing 
that has characterized the nation’s mili­ 
tary leadership for years, maybe t h e s e 
abilities will come in handier than most.

Chiormezanone is a new muscle 
relaxant and tranquilizer that is 
marketed now and. a l t h o u g h 
it contains great benefits, is not re­ 
lated chemically to any central 
muscle relaxants now in use. 
Its therapeutic value in relieving 
acute muscle spasm and as a tran­ 
quilizer in tension states and oilier 
conditions where anxiety is a prin­ 
cipal factor was studied on 1.651 
patients. These studies ranged in 
time from xix months to two years. 
The bast majority of these per­ 
sons reported fair to excellent re­ 
sults. Moreover, 98 per cent exper­ 
ienced no side effects whatever. 
An aid for diabetics is a new 
agent, DBL Diabetic patients who 
do not respond adequately to in­ 
sulin injections or to oral drugs re­ 
portedly can often be helped with 
DHI, a tablet taken by mouth 
When taken in conjunction with 
insulin injections, the new drug is 
said by some to produce a more 
stable control of complicated la­ 
bile or brittle diabetics. 
Although the drug Diamox ace 
tazoUmide was designed for an­ 
other purpose, it reportedly ss of 
value m treating epilepsy. 


Originally, it was designed to re­ 
lieve the strain of excess body 
fluids on weak hearts. 
However, tests showed that it 
completely controlled epileptic sei­ 
zures in 36 children and helped 
others in varying degrees. 
The^e children had been suffer 
ing epileptic attacks of from one 
a day to hundreds a day. Most of 
them had f a i l e d to respond to 
standard anti-on vuL ant therapy. 
A fourth new drug, dithiazamne 
iodine, may be of value to an esti­ 
mated 24.000,000 North Americans 
afflicted with aparasitic worms. 
Thu new anti worm compound is 
a blue dye that is harmless to hu­ 
mans and animals. But it either 
destroys or checks the growth of 
five varieties of parasites that in­ 
habit the intestine and drain the 
strength of their victims. 
But, ss usual, all drugs should 
be given only under the doctor’s 
direction.

Whe n Dining Outdoors

Ev en if y ou’v e just a little piece 
of backy ard, it s an outdoor dining 
room. And the whole family lov es 
it. 
There’s a growing trend toward 
dressing up the outdoor dining ar­ 
rangements. True, the hot dogs, 
the burgers and the steaks remain 
the same, but the setting is gay er, 
brighter. 
For instance, there s a whole 
new c o l l e c t i o n of tablecloths, 
bench cov ers, napkins, place mats, 
all designed to fit into tho casual 
liv ing pattern. 
Sometimes y ou just feed like set­ 
ting the stage and the wood, glia*, 
or metal table is good enough, but 
it looks gay er, more inv iting, with 
a cloth on it. The benches look 
ex tra-special, too, with matching 
cov ers. 
Particularly attractiv e are the 
black-and-white striped cov ers that 
tome stores are featuring.

colorful salads and fruits. 
Cloths and bench cov ers come in 
a choice of checks, polka dots and 
plaids. And it’s good to know that 
they are made of w ashing machine 
fabrics—ev en easier to do than the 
dishes. The fabrics include cotton 
p o p l i n s and cotton and-dacron 
blends. 
If y ou use an automatic dry er, 
take the cov ers out of the dry er 
the minute it stops. Smooth them 
with y our hands and y ou’ll nev er 
hav e to worry about ironing. 
If y ou’re as weary as we are of 
fumbling through paper bags to 
find a v egetable when preparing a 
meal, 
poly ethy lene storage bins 
are a happy improv ement. They 
come in y ellow’, white or copper 
color. E a c h measures 16x 9 x 8 l.a 
inches and holds more than a peck. 
The bin* are fine for any v ege­ 


table or fruit y ou don t refrigerate 
and conv enient, too, for they stack 
snugly together. Frequent washing 
with suds keeps the bins free from 
mildew, onion skins and other resi­ 
due from the fresh foods they hold. 
A good time for washing them 
is the day before marketing when 
supplies are low.

Inventories Reported 
To Be at High Peak 
CLEVELAND (A P)—More than | 
a third of metalworking com panies 
used the steel labor contract ex­ 
tension period to correct inventory 
shortages, “ Steel” m agazine said 
today. 
As a result, the weekly journal 
of metalworking continued, “ most

thing” now—strike, settlem ent or 
another extension of the United 
Steelworkers’ contracts which are 
to expire at midnight Tuesday.

That was only a few months 
after Wilhelm Roentgen, a G er­ 
man physicist, discovered that in­ 
visible penetrating X rays could 
be produced by sending an elec- 1 
m eal charge through a vacuum 
tube. Roentgen reearded the X- 
rav only as a diagnostic aid. 
Grubbe. however, experim ented 
with the X ray . badly burned his 
left hand and realized that if X- 
rays could wreak such dam age to 
normal tissues they should also 
destroy cancer cells.
